FROM ILLINOIS TO IOWA. 


Three Train Loads of Farmers Move 
Farther West. 


BLoomineton, Ill, +February 25.—The 
largest exodus from central Illinois in its his- 
tory, perhaps, occurred yesterday. At 6 o’clock 
last night 150 people, comprising twenty-five 
families, left McLean county on three trains 
of thirty-three cars, of which seven were pas- 
senger coaches, taking with them their house- 
hould goods, farm implements and livé stock. 
T'wo trains go to Webster City, Iowa, and the 
other is bound for Nebraska, The emigrants 
comprise some of the best citizens of this sec- 
tion. They are induced to ieave because of 
the cheap lands of other states. A large pro- 
portion of them were renters, although many 
sold their farms. 

Atthiscity the following additions were 
made to the Iowa train: Farmer City one 
car, Dewitt one, Melvin one, Seymour two, 
Gibson four, Arrowsmith one. These cars 
were accompanied by forty people. After 
leaving Bloomington one car was added at 
E! Paso, one at Minonk and one at La Salle, 
with twenty . The trains take from 
the state in all about 200 persons. 


AGAINST THE AMENDMENT. 


The Minnesota Legislature Votes Down the 
Bjorge Prohibitory Amendment. 


Sr. Paut, February 24.—In the house this 
morning the proposed Bjorge prohibitory con- 
stitutional amendment came up for action, 
majority and minority reports being presented. 
The majority, consisting of two republicans 
and five democrats, recommended an indefinite 
postponement of the report, holding that such 
an amendment was unnecessary, difficult of 
enforcement and an interference with the lib- 
erties of the people. The minority, consisting 
of two alliancemen, one prohibitionist and one 
republican, was in favor of passing the bill. 

he majority report was adopted by a vote 
of fifty-nine yeas to forty nays. 
divided as follows: Yeas—republicans, 18; 
democrats, 35; alliance. 6; total, 59. Nays— 
republicans, 16;

The Brotherhood Will Act With Other 
Organizations In Demanding an Advance. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., February 25.—Forty engi- 


neers, representing the Brotherhood of Engi-. 


neers of all the Pennsylvania _ railroad 
organizations, have decided to act with other 
organizations in their efforts to secure higher 
wages. This action was declared at the 
engineers’ conference today. The conference 
has been in session since Monday, and con- 
cluded its work this afternoon. 

This decision was received with the utmost 
satisfaction by members of other organiza- 
tions. It means now that the engineers, fire- 
men, conductors, trainmen and switchmen of 
the entire system concerned will not act asa 
unit. 

The engineers authorize the statement that 
the work of equalization onthe part of the 
companies is equivalent to cutting down at 
one point and filling up at another, and will 
not be satisfactory, and that, unless a clear ad- 
vance is granted, merchants, ys ae and the 

sompany will be given four days’ notice, 
which they consider an ample time for prepa- 
ration.

A DESPERATE WOMAN 


MAKES A MURDEROUS ONSLAUGH® 
ON HER HUSBAND. : 


Three Screaming Little Children Witness 
the Effort of a Heartless Woman 
to Slay Their Father. 


GREENVILLE, Mias., February 25.—[Special.] 
The little village of Stoneville, ten miles east 
of this place, at the junetion of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad and the Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas railway, at 9 o’clock this 
morning was the scene of a sensational tragedy, 
which is seldom paralleled in any community ; 
the result of which causes one of the parties’ to 
lie in a critical condition from two wounds. 
from a pistol, fired by the hand of his own wife, 
and the mother of his three infant children, 
and the unfaithful wife and mother with het 
paramour to be in the hands of the law. 

The particulars of this tragedy are as 
follows: 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 


W. T. Anderson, section foreman of the 


Georgia Pacific railroad, and his wife and 
three children were living at Stone 
ville. Monday evening he returned to 
his home, and was informed by a colored 
woman, who was in charge of his children, 
that his wife had gone to Greenville and 
would return on the 40’clock train. He waited 
for the train, but no wife arrived. He re 
mained that night with his children, and the 
following morning was called down the road 
on business for the read. Returning last night 
he found that his wife had not returned. His 
troubles he attributed to one M. C. Scurry 4 
plantation agent, who lives in the village, say- 
ing that when his wife returned he would chas- 
tise her severely. 
SCURRY WAS INTERESTED. 

To this Scurry replied that if he did he would 
kill him, and, at the same time draw- 
ing a ovistot, that he had a great mind 
to shoot himthere. .This astonished Anderson 
aad caused him to think that Scurry was the 
cause of his trouble, and knew of his wife’s 
whereabouts. At9o’ciock the next morning, 
the unfaithful woman boarded the east-bound 
train at Stoneville, apparently unseen by 
anyone who knew her, from @ negro 
cabin where she had been . con- 
cealed, and carrying on her 
unholy liaison with Scurry. At Moore- 
head station she alighted, and took the 
west-bound train for Stoneville. When’ the 
train stopped at Stoneville, Scurry was seen 
to hand her a package. Alighting, she un- 
wrapped it, and the eyes of the bystanders 
beheld a gleaming 44-caliber pistol. 

BLOOD IN HER EYE. 

Holding it in her hands, she walked towards 
her house, which was only a few steps from 
the train, and in which her husband and little 
children were. The little ones, seeing their 
mother’s return, werg filled with joy. Not 
with the wronged husband. Ffom the window 
he saw her approach, and started to meet her 
with his pistol in his pocket, and in her eyes 
he could read an unnatural look. They met on 
the porch, and without saying one word, she 
aimed the pistol at his head. Drawing his 
own, he knocked it from her hand, and hit her 
in the face with it. By this time a few people 
from the train had gathered about, and a negro 
disarmed Anderson. 

THE SECOND ATTACK. 

The wife went to some place near the train, 
and rearmed herself with another pistol, anda 
hatchet in her hand, accompanied by Scurry, 
who called on Anderson to come out of the 
house and he would kill him. Anderson be- 
ing unarmed, and fearing Scurry, who was 
also armed, kept within. Amid the 
screams of her little children, the 
woman, with her paramour,’ kicked 
open the door, and they leveled their 
firearms at Anderson. Scurry’s pistol snapped 
fire. The wife fired, and shot Anderson in 
the thigh. Anderson grappled with the man, 
and in the scuffle received another dangerous 
shot from his wife’s pistol, entering his head 
just below the temple, and passing downward 
through his head, lodged somewhere below 
the ear. 

THE WOMAN’S BRAVADO. 

With this the woman rushed out of the 
house, brandishing her pistol and displaying a 
wild and tragic appearance, exclaiming: 

“T shot him; I have killed him!”’ 

The wounded man was brought to this city 
on the train. The ball in the thigh has been 
extracted, but the one in his head has not. 
The doctors say that he will recover. 

THE GUILTY PAIR. 

The guilty pair have been arrested and will 
be brought here tonight and placed in jail. 
Mrs. Anderson was a Miss Alice Dickson, and 
was reared at Water Valley, Miss., where she 
married Anderson fourteen years ago. She 
comes of good parents. ‘ Her mother is Mrs. 8. 
F. McMillan, who resides at Water Valley. 
Mrs. Anderson is a handsome brunette, thirty 
years old. Tonight the wounded man is rest 
ing easy. 


TOO MUCH SPECULATING 


Was More Than Embry’s Financial Condi- 
tion Could Stand. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 25.—[Special.] 
Wylie J. Embry,. president of the Hecla 
Coal Company, and one, of the most promi- 
nent brokers in Birmingham, has had a 
number of attachment suits filed against him, 
some of which charge that he has absconded. 
Embry is said to have been in financial deep 
water for some time, and is reported to have 
been missing from the city since Monday 
morning. He is said to have lost large sums 
speculating, and the total amount of his in- 
debtedness will not fall far short of $30,000.so it 
isreported. Embry stood well, both in social and 
financial circles,and among many of his friends, 
some of whom losé money as his endorsers. 
Embry is a young man, and came here several 
years ago from Columbia, Tenn. 


THE BOLD “WHYO.” 


A Robbery on Broadway in Broad Day- 
light. 

New York, February 25.—At 1 o’clock this 
afternoon, three young toughs attempted high- 
way robbery in. the most approved style on 
Broadway. opposite the postoflice, one of the 
busiest thoroughfares of the city, at its most 
crowded hour. One seized a stranger’s watch 
and chain. When he attempted to catch the 
thief, the other two pinioned his arms, The 
thief with the plunder ran, but was knocked 
down by a wagon pole while dodging between 
the teams and horse cars, and a horse stepped 
on his head, disabling him. The other two 
thieves escaped. All belong tothe gang that 
has gained notoriety as the ‘‘Whyo gang.”

PFEFFER TURNS STATE’S EVIDENCE 


4nd Lays All the Blame Upon Work—A 
Sensation in Court. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 25.—A sensation 
was caused in the court of common pleas this 
afternoon by Louis E. Pfeffer, president of the 
defunct Bank of America, withdrawing his 
plea of not guilty and entering a plea of 
guilty. Pfeffer was indicted jointly 
with James 8. Dangan, cashier of the bank, 
and George F. Work, on the charge of re- 
hypothecating and converting to their own 
tse securities deposited as collateral with the 
Bank of America. 

The trial began yesterday and was continued 
this morning. 

Shortly after the usual recess of court this 
afternoon, counsel for Pfeffer arose and, ad- 
dressing Judge Arnold, said that upon con- 
sultation with his féllow counsel and his 
client, they had decided to withdraw their 
plea of not guilty and plead guilty. 

It had been keane for several days that 
Pfeffer would plead guilty, but when he did 
not change the plea on the opening of the trial 
yesterday it was generally supposed that he 
would fight the case through. When the plea 
of guilty had been entered District Attorney 
Graham called Pfeffer to the witness stand 
on behalf of the commonwealth. 

Counsel for"Dangan objected on the ground 
that as Pfefferthad been indicted with the rest 
of the defendants, his testimony was not com- 
petent. After considering , the matter, Judge 
Arnold held that Pfetfer’s testimony could be 
received. An exception was taken by the de- 
fense. Pfeffer then took the stand. 

PFEFFER SAYS WORK DID IT. 

Pfeffer’s testimony, in substance, was that

LOST IN THE TORRENT, 


Whole Families Lose Their Lives by the 
Floods. 

Los AnGoeuzs, Cal., February 25.—Up to 
noon today reports showed that at least six 
persons lost their lives in the flood. The 
family of Charles Watts is also missing from 
near Downey and is supposed to have been 
drowned. The Wells family, consisting of 
man, wife and babe, were drowned at Duart 
and the bodies of two Mexicans were found in 
the same neighborhood. 8S. Lawrens was 
drowned at Wilmington, while trying to rescue 
some cattle. 

The worstof the flood was probably at 
Downey and vicinity. Old and new San 
Gabriel rivers rose from their banks and ran 
together, and made a great inland sea, six to 
ten miles wide and seventeen miles long. 
Many houses were Ast away, and a number 
of families occupying the territory inundated 
have not been heard from. Shots were heard 
in Downey Monday morning, fired at the 
Watts ranch house, and are oes to have 
been asignal of distress. e house was 
soon swept away, andit is feared that the 
whole family perished in the torrent.

The 
levee on the Colorado river side ways finally 
cut and the water inside was thus kept from 
rising. 

Monday morning the water had fallen two 
feet. The business houses destroyed consisted 
of a machine shop, saddlers’ store 
and four saloons, three general mer- 
chandsse stores, “two drug stores, 
The Times (newspaper), two butcher shops 
and a Chinese wash house. The people are 
camped on the hills, and the United States 
quartermaster’s building has been thrown 
open.

CARNOT DID NOT CALL 


UPON EMPRESS FREDERICK OF 
GERMANY. 


BUT SENT ONE OF HIS OFFICERS. 


The League of Patriots Indignant Because 
of the Empress Being Allowed to Visit 
the Palace of Versailles. 


Paris, February 25.—The organization 
known as the League of Patriots has violently 
denounced the visit of Empress Frederick, of 
Germany, to the palace of Versailles on Mon- 
day. The league has decided to hold daily 
meetings of protest until the imperial 
visitor leaves the city. It is known, here, that 
in Berlin it was reported that President 
Carnot would call upon Empress Frederick, 
but after a special cabinet meeting had 
been held and the question had been 
fully discussed, it was decided that as Em- 
press Frederick was traveling incognito the 
French government could compromise the 
matter by sending the chief of President Car- 
not’s military household, General Brugere, 
and M. Ribot, minister of foreign affairs, to 
call upon the ex-empress. . 

THE FRENCHMEN CALL. 

This was accordingly done, General Brugere 
and M. Ribot calling at the German embassy 
and inscribing their names in the visitors’ 
book. This question of etiquette was un- 
doubtedly the cause of much anxiety and 
worry to members of the French cabinet, and 
was made the subject of along and earnest dis- 
cu:sion before it was finally concluded that 
the government could notdare to risk the ver- 
dict of public opinion in case President Carnot 
called upon the imperial visitor.

THE POPE DISPLEASED 


With the Last Nominations of Bishops in 
the United States. 

Rome, February 25.—The pope has informed 
the propaganda that he is exceedingly dis- 
pleased with the last nominations for bishops 
made by the United States and sent hore for 
the approval of his holiness. This explains 
the delay in making the appointments,. which, 
according to previous announcement, were to 
be madeon Thursday, February 12th. The 
pope was to have held aconsistory on that 
day, when he was to have created two cardi- 
nals, Monsignor Piavi, patriarch of Jerusa- 
Jem, and Monsignor Sepimicci, prelate of Tou- 
louse, who have recently been residents of 
Rome. 

Upon the same occasion his holiness was to 
have appointed some Brazilian and some 
American bishops. Upon the representation 
made by the American bishops as to the sad 
religious condition of the Italian immigrants 
who land in the United States, the propa- 
ganda, which is making an exhaustive study 
of the question under the pope’s order, has is- 
sued a pastoral letter addressed to the Italian 
bishops upon this subject. The letter states 
that the pope is greatly shocked at learning of 
the neglect which theimmigrants are sub 
jected to, and announces that his holiness is 
— to take energetic measures to remedy 
this evil. 


THE TREATMENT DESCRIBED. 


Professor Liebreich’s New Method for Treat- 
ing Tuberculosis. 

BERBSIN, February 25.— Professor Liebreich’s 
new method of treating tuberculosis was de- 
‘scribed by the discoverer at a meeting of the 
Berlin Medical Society today. The substance 


used is cantharidate of potash, which is ad- 


ministered in solution by systematic injections 
under the skin. Clinical experiments made 
by Drs. Fraenkel and Hermann seem to 
prove that the substance is remedial in tuber- 
culosis and other diseases. Professor Liebreich 
says, that he is still carrying on his investiga- 
tions; and that the announcemens of his dis- 
covery was made prematurely under pressure 
from Minister Von Gossler, whois giving the 
matter much attention. — 


POLITICS IN NORWAY. 


The Situation Extremely Grave—The New 
Ministry. 


CHRISTIANIA, February 25.—Tho political 
situation here is extremely grave. Of 
114 members of the strothing, who took part 
in Monday’s division in which the conserva- 
tive ministry was defeated, the majority prac- 
tically demands that Norway shall have control 
of her own foreign affairs. 

The moderate liberals and radicals are 
sinking their differences and present a united 
front. Ifthe king follows the constitutional 
usage by choosing a new ministry from the 
majority it will tend to the rapid repeal of the 
Scandinavian union. If he appoints a minis- 
try to combat the majority it will be certain to 
provoke a conflict which will threaten public 
peace and order.

CaLcuTTa, February 25.—At an open air 
meeting, held here to-day, 50,000 Bengalese 
protested against the government’s bill intro- 
duced January 10th, in the legislative council, 
to protect child wives by increasing the mini- 
mum age of girls consenting from ten to 
twelve years, at which age they are to be 
given in marriage.

that marriage be consummated before twelve 
years of age.

IQUIQUE HAS FALLEN. 


The Peruvian Town Surrenders to the 
Fleet. 

Iquiqus, Peru, via Galveston, February 25. 
On the 5th instant, a battle was fought on the 
pampa at Dolores. The government was de 
feated with the loss of about 500 men. On the 
16th, Iquique surrendered to the fleet. A riot 
the same night, caused by an incene 
diary mob, was quelled by the fleet 
and foreign residents. One hundred and 
seventy-five of the mob were killed and 
wounded. On the 17th the opposition party 
suffered a check on the pampa near Huara. 

On the 19th Iquique was surprised by the 
remnant of government troops defeated on 
the pampa. There was hard fighting from 
morning until evening in the town, the oppo- 
sition holding the intendencia and firing from 
the fleet to protect the intendencia and to 
cover the landing of marines. 

The business part of the town was fired by 
incendiaries the sameevening. Captain Lam. 
bion, of the War Sprite, landed under fire, ta 
arrange an armistice, and to take on board 
any of theremaining women and children 
from the town. An armisticn was 
declared till the noon of the 20th, 
and was arranged by the mediation 
of Admiral Hatham. On the aftemnoon of the 
20th, the government troops wore surrendered 
to the fleet by Colonel Salo, who had fought 
gallantly. The town is now in possession of 
the fleet. 

No foreign residents were killed. The 
women and children are mostly living in shi 
in the harbor, all the men remaining at thels 
offices. The hospital is full. It is probable 
that there will be a decisive battle 
north of the soon. Much loss 
of life and damage to property has been 
avoided by the action taken by the lish 
admiral commanding the men-of-war War 
Sprite, Espiegle and Pheasant in the bay.

WHO NARROWLY ESCAPED LYNCH- 
ING AT ACREE. 


He Lays a Diabolical Pilot to Rid Himeelf 
of a Rival and Is Caught in 
His Own Trap. 


ALBANY, Ga., February 25.—[Special.]— 
Isaac Scott, a negro, who is perhaps about 
twenty-five years old, is in jail here, having 
been brought from Acree to this city. Scott 
is charged with a serious offense, and nar- 
rowly escaped lynching. The story of his 
crime isas follows: 

Scott and a negro named Riley were em- 
ployed by Mr. Beta Hill, at Acree. They 
were rivals for the hands of a dusky damsel, 
and Riley’s suit seeming to prosper more than 


his own, Scott determined to get rid of him by 


ascheme which he thought would either get 
his rival’s head blown off witha shotgun or 
force him to tlee the country and leave him in 
undisturbed possession of the field. His 
scheme, as given to The News and Advertiser, 
was this: 

Having learned to write after a certain awk- 
ward fashion, he went to work and wrote two 
notes of the most indecent character in which 
he used the names of Mrs. Hill and Mrs. W. 
J. Pinson. These notes were signed with the 
name of Eli Riley, a negro who bore the best 
of reputations, and who, from long and faith- 
ful service, Mr. Hill had a good deal of confi- 
dence in. 

As soon as Mr. Hill came in possession of 
the notes, he called Riley up, and telling him 
of their character, received satisfactory evi- 
dence that Riley had nothing to do with them. 
His suspicions were then directed toward 
Scott, and by a little scheming himself he 
succeeded in getting pretty conclusive proof 
that Scott was the man who wrote the notes 
in which the name of Mrs. Hilland Mrs. Pin- 
gon were wantonly used. 

Under Mr. Hill’s direction Riley asked 
Soott to write him a letter which he desired to 
send tosome of his relatives, which request 
Scott readily complied with. Riley carried 
the letter to Mr. Hill who compared it with 
the scurrilous notes and found the handwrit- 
ing to be identically the same. 

With this evidence in his possession, Mr. 
Hill, who is the mayor of Acree, had Marshal 
Parker to arrest Scott, and being brought to 
the city, he was unable to give bond, and was 
placed in jail. ' 

The people of Acree and vicinity were ter- 
ribly wrought up over the contents of the 
notes, and Scott was only saved from being 
lynched by the cool counsel of Mr. Hill, who 
thought the law should be upheld, and would 
mete out just punishment to the scoundre) for 
his dirty work.

Mr. Thomas an hour later wént back to the 
room, and with the aid of a step ladder looked 
over the transom, and saw Mr. Spinning sit- 
ting on the side of his bed, evidently preparing 
to get up. 

About 12 o’clock Mr. Thomas noticed that 
Mr. Spinning’s door was still locked, and that 
he had not yet made his appearance. 

Again he knocked and, receiving no answer, 
looked through the transom a second time. 

Repeated knocking did not arouse the man, 
who was lying in | covered up, as if asleep. 
Dr. Manstield, who boards in the house, was 
called. He looked through the transom and 
at once pronounced the man dead. 

The door was then broken open and the 
doctor’s prediction was found to be true.

A Mammoth Tannery to be Established—A 
Guano Factory and a Cotton Seed Oil 
Mill, and a Compress Ahead. 


LovisviLux, Ga., February 24.—[Special.]— 
The latent energy of the citizens of this place 
is about to show itself in the building of sev- 
eral important manufactories. The most im- 
portant of these is the establishment of a large 
tannery in connection with a shoe and harness 
manufactory. The question has been agitated 
for some time, and will soon be consummated. 

A stock company will be organized with 
$10,000 capital, to be increased as it is needed. 
A charter will be obtained at the September 
term of the superior court, andin the mean- 
time the houses will be erected and the tanning 
begin. Every business man inthe place will 
take stock, together with a number of others 
outside of the place. 

Another important enterprise is on foot, 
backed by the Farmers’ Alliance of this 
county. They are going to build a guano fac- 
tory and cotton seed oil mill. This will bea 
stock company with a capital of $15,000. The 
stock which is not taken by farmers will be 
taken by outside capital, the Farmers’ Alliance 
having the controlling interest. 

The building of a compress and warehouse 
is another enterprise which we are bound to 
have. This place handled from 10,000 to 12,000 
bales of cotton last year, and expects to handle 
15,000 or 20,000 this year. The Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern railroad will help 
this market considerably, giving us 
two important com peting points— 
Atlanta and Athens. The Lawrenceville 
branch of the Richmond and Danville railroad 
will likely be extended to Covington or Macon, 
thus giving us an outlet in every direction. 
Cotton dealers in Atlanta will be asked to 
take stock in the compress and warehouse.

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No Longer Needed. 

Some of our contemporaries in Virginia are 
appealing to the Farmers’ Alliance to speak 
out in favor of the abolition of the internal 
revenue system. 

Nearly all the federal internal taxes have 
been abolished, and yet the system itself, 
with all its machinery, remains in full force. 
It was a war measure, and is too oppressive 
to be continued in times of peace. 

Many good people are willing to see the 
Jand overrun by a crowd of spies, informers 
and officers, vexing every farmer who owns 
a cornfield, or an orchard, or a tobacco plan- 
tation, because they want taxes laid on liquor 
and tobacco. This need not stand in the 
way. The states are active enough in the 
matter of taxation, and if left to themselves 
they will not be slow to make liquor and 
tobacco feel the weight of their taxing 
powers. 

We should get rid of this old war measure. 
After a generation of peace our farmers and 
mannfacturers feel that they are persecuted 
and degraded by an inquisitorial system, en- 
forced by armed men—a system under which 
they find it impossible to manage their own 
business without unfair and oppressive inter- 
ference. 

At atime when the farmers are concen- 
trating all their energies,and girding up their 
loins for a campaign against the enemies of 
reform, they should make the abolition of 
the vicious internal revenue system one of 
the planks in their platform. While that 
system remains in force we cannot enjoy the 
full measure of our rights as freemen. 


Wild Work in the West. 


Our esteemed western exchanges have 
read us sermon after sermon on what 
seems to be a pet theme with some of them— 
‘“‘Southern Lawlessness,’’ so called. Every 
local quarrel which has occurred in the 
south since the war, especially when em- 
phasized with a shotgun or pistol, has fur-, 
nished sensational material for their lec- 
tures under the general head of ‘‘Southern 
Lawlessness.”’ 

It is all right, and we are none the worse 
off for these lurid articles, though misrepre- 
sented by them. When the people of the 
west put on the war paint they can do some 
tall shooting themselves, and some of them 
are not very particular as to the results. 
Witness the bloody encounter, the reckless 
shooting on the streets of Columbus, Ohio, 
on Monday evening last. Two rival editors 
met on the public street, which was crowded 
with men and women coming and going. 
They opened fire on each other, and here is 
the result: 

Osborne, Albert, city editor Sunday World, shot 
through the head; killed instantly. 

Hughes, W. L., prominent citizen, ex-steward of 
the state imbecile asylum, shot through the head; 
killed instantly. 

Elliott, Patrick, of The Sunday Capital, wounded 
in back, arm and head; w!!l probably die. 

Sullivan, C. W., clerk, shot in left arm. 

Gardner, James, student, shot in left leg. 


Several others are reported to have received 
slight wounds. 


A bloody record, truly; and all the work 
of ten minutes! Innocent men shot to 
death, and the lives of a hundred men and 
women endangered by reckless pistol prac- 
tice. Asasample of western lawlessness it 
beats the record.

The Road to Agnosticism. 


The publication of the volume of essays 
entitled ‘‘Lux Mundi,” a work representing 
very largely the scholarship and opinions of 
Oxford, did not at first startle the orthodox, 
because there was good reason to believe 
that the book would speedily be placed 
under the ban in Church of England circles. 

Unfortunately, this expectation has been 
disappointed. Although ‘‘Lux Mundi’’ de- 
nies the inspiration of some important por- 
tions of the Old Testament, the lower house 
of convocation—the ecclesiastical parlia- 
ment of Canterbury—has voted down bya 
large majority a motion to appoint a com- 
mittee to take cognizance of this heretical 
volume. 

The author of the motion was Archdeacon 
Denison, who was easily successful in bring- 
ing Colenso, and the book entitled ‘‘Essays 
and Reviews,’’ into disrepute. When he 
stated, the other day, to the convocation 
that ‘‘Lux Mundi” was beyond all compari- 
son more dangerous than ‘‘Essays and Re- 
views,’’ some thought that the case was 
made out. But in the debate it became evi- 
dent that times had changed since 1861. 
The bishop of Colchester said that the views 
in the book were not beyond the latitude to

The Women of the Confederacy. 

Mrs. Davis, in her ‘‘Memoirs of Jefferson 
Davis,’ pays a deserved tribute to the 
women of the confederacy. 

These women, says Mrs. Davis, knitted 
like Penelope from daylight until dark. 
They did it not as a pastime, but to clothe 
their families and the soldiers. On one oc- 
casion Hon. W. C.. Rives made his appear- 
ance at the Davis mansion in such an ele- 
gant and perfectly fitting suit of gray that 
some of the young men suggested that he 
had run the blockade. Mr. Rives overheard 
the remark, and proudly exclaimed that his 
wife had knitted every stitch of the gar- 
ments. She had the yarn spun and dyed, 
and even knitted covering for the buttons. 
It took close inspection to see that they 
were knitted, as they appeared to be very 
fine cloth. During the war Mrs. Robert E. 
Lee, while a victim of rheumatism con- 
fined to her chair, found time with her 
daughters, when they were not busy in the 
hospitals, to knit 196 pairs of socks and 
gloves for Posey’s brigade. Mrs. Mary 
Arnold, of Coweta, Georgia, in 1863 made 
1,028 yards of cloth, besides knitting gratis 
socks and gloves for the soldiers. 

There were thousands of just such noble 
confederate women. Without them it 
would have been impossible for the south to 
maintain her long struggle against unequal 
odds. Their children constitute what is 
sometimes called the new south, and if 
there is any virtue iu heredity, there is 
nothing too great to expect of them in the 
line of unselfish sacrifice, toil and patriotism. 

This graceful and timely tribute from Mrs, 
Davis to the women of the confederacy 
makes a bright chapter in our history.

The Copyright Matter. 

Zola, the French apostle of filth, says he 
never expects to see American publishers 
become respectable and honest. The 
variety of American’ publishers with 
which this Frenchman has had deal- 
ings is probably the cause of his 
remark, butit is not his justification. His 
statement is too sweeping, and yet there is 
considerable truth at¢he bottom of it. There 
are two or three publishing firms in this 
country that have never engaged in piracy. 
Their hands are clean and their records are 
clear. 

Yet it is undoubtedly true that a majority 
of the firms—at any rate, some of the largest 
and most important—are in favor of inter- 
national copyright, not because it will bene- 
fit authors, but because their former profita- 
ble occupation of piracy has been interfered 
with by competition among themselves. 
This is the simple truth. This, in brief 
terms, is the history of the great moral wave 
of ‘‘honesty’’ that is supposed to have swept 
over our publishing interests. 

We have advocated with some earnestness 

the copyright bill that has been pending in 
the senate, and yet that bill is not an 
author’s measure. It isa bill forthe protection 
of publishers, printers, binders, lithographers. 
These elements have swarmed on the meas- 
ure, and the first intention of the bill, which 
was to enable American authors to secure 
foreign copyright by extending copyright 
privileges to foreign authors,has been practi- 
cally lost sight of. 
It is exceedingly doubtful, even if the bill 
had become a law before the recent amend- 
ments, whether the result of it would have 
benefited the American author. To become 
operative, it would be necessary for Great 
Britain to proclaim a reciprocal measure, and 
in order for that country to do this it would 
have to renounce its free trade principles so 
ar as to recognize and endorse the protec- 
tive elements in the American measure. 

What has struck us as peculiar in this 
whole copyright business is the confidence 
on the part of the publishers and the repre- 
sentatives of authors that Great Britain 
would hasten to endorse a violent and 
extreme piece of protection—an attack, in 
fact, upon her printers and stereotypers. 


How Federal Judges Are Paid. 

Several congressmen in a recent debate in 
the house took the position that $5,000 a 
year would be too much to pay our federal 
district judges. 

There are sixty-two of these judges, and 
The New York Herald says that one of 
them gets $5,000 a year, one or two of them 
$4,500, and the others $3,500 each. 

In New York the judges are paid as fol- 
lows: Court of appeals, $12,000; superior 
court in New York city, $17,500; superior 
court and common pleas, $15,000, and police 
courts, $8,000. 

These are good salaries, but their recipi- 
ents do no more to earn them than the hard- 
working United States judges. 

The trouble with our government is that 
it squanders money in some directions and 
is unreasonably stingy in others... The best 
way to keep first-class men on the federal 
bench is to pay them decent salaries, 


Colleges and Newspapers. 

Under the above caption The Philadelphia 
Press attempts to answer the question, 
‘‘Should a newspaper man be a college grad- 
uate?’’ 

The press says that the best way to form 
an intelligent opinion upon the subject is to 
study the record of the men who, whether 
college graduates or not, have made their 
mark as journalists. Our contemporary 
goes on to remark: 

And a list of these names wiil leave no doubt in 
the mind of the reader that the newspaper man is 
born and not made (or unmade) by. collegiate 
studies. For example, Thomus Bailéy Aldrich has 
never been to college, and yet as 4 journalist he 
was a success. Noah Brooks has been in news- 
paper work all his life and has never sat under 
professorial instruction. And in the same list are 
to be found Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain), H. 
8. Edwards, Edward Eggleston, Harold Frederic, 
Henry George, Joei Chandler Harris, Bret Harte, 
and Edgar W. Howe. Mr. William Dean Howells 
has never been a student in a college, although his 
studies of a college, as told in “April Hopes,” are 
acute and accurate, and yet as a journalist he is 
not to be despised. The list can be extended 
almost indefinitely, “Bill” Nye, Whitcomb ‘Riley, 
and Frank Stockton being non-college, but 
eminently popular newspaper writers. On the 
other hand, there are those who lay no less claim 
to distinction. Men such as Charles Godfrey 
Leland, Charies Dudley Warner, Carl Schurz, Arlo 
Bates, Mayo W. Hazeltine, who was graduated 
from 27 Sash pn and Oxford; William 
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and plenty of industry. m 
interest the public, a ether he goes 
college or remains outside he will master the 
essentials of a good style. Without the 
journalistic instinct he will never, with or 
without training, make his way on the 
press. 

One thing, however, should be borne in 
mind. The mere fact that a newspaper 
writer never graduated at.a college does not 
imply a lack of Book knowledge. The busy 
journalists of the world have the happy 
knack of picking up in some mysterious way 
what is really valuable in textbooks and 
general literature, -It is a great mistake to 
suppose that any of them are unfamiliar 
with the book world and the ideas and facts 
therein preserved for the benefit of man- 
kind, © ee

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BY A FREIGHT CAR AT THE EAST 
TENNESSEE SHOPS YESTERDAY. 


He Was Standing on the Track Looking at 
an Approaching Engine When the Fatal 
Car Came Up Behind Him. 


Arthur Hudson,a young white man, was 
killed near the East Tennessee shops yesterday 
about 1 o’clock. 

He was run over by a freight car, while 
standing on a sidetrack in the East Tennessee 
yards near the coal chutes. 

Hudson was not an employe of the road, but 
has been going about the shops for the past 
few days trying to get a job. 

When the accident happened Hudson was 
watching an Atlanta and Florida engine com- 
ing out of the yard. 

Behind him a switch engine was transferring 
some cars. The engine shoved two box cars 
down the track toward Hudson, making what 
is called a flying switch, 

Hudson did not notice his danger. Before he 
could be warned the car had struck him and 
he was under the wheels. 

Both legs were crushed off, and he was ter- 
ribly mashed about the arms and shoulders. 

Hudson was dying when picked up and was 
dead before medical assistance could reach 
him. 

He was a young man about twenty-one or 
twenty-two years of age. He lived with his 
parents on Gate City street, where his body 
was taken. 

Coroner Davis held an inquest upon the re- 
mains, and a verdict was found in accordance 
with the facts as stated. 


THE TREASURES OF KEY WEST. 


Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon Writes an Enter- 
taining Letter. 

Kry Wrst, Fla., February 21.—[Special.}— 
Key West is 240 miles from Tampa and ninety 
miles from Havana. Itissaid that 100 years 
ago Spanish pirates found this place of refuge, 
and that their stolen gold and valuables were 
secreted under these stones. 

Many of these pirates were killed or died 
without having removed their treasures. 

Searches are frequently made now for this 
hidden wealth. On the stones can be seen 
the different animals, which were signals and 
explanations understood by each band of these 
outlaws. They are cut into the stone with 
perfect accuracy. 

Key West is seven miles long and one mile 
wide, and has 16,000 inhabitants, mostly 
Americans and negroes, with about 6,000 
Cubans. More than half of the work- 
men engaged in the cigar 4actories 
are negroes. The Cuban cigar maker receives 
a much larger salary here than the American 
at his side; but the American lives in neater 
homes and fares better as a rule. No Span- 
iards are permitted to work in these factories 
—the people object totheir coming, and if they 
cannot drive them out they resort to 
severe means to get. ri of them. 
One man has sole possession of the fortress 
usually—the ‘‘soldiers’”’ staying at the barracks 
in another portion of the city where they can 
be more confortable. Two cannons were on 
an eminence, near the fortress, lying in silent 
watch for the enemy. The Cuban 
workmen live on black beans, rice and 
fish—they have coffe@ early in the 
morning, eat their first meal at 12 o’clock and 
dine at 6 o’clock. We were walking by their 
homes at the dinner hour, and could see them 
through open doors and windows in their light 
apparel partaking of their simple meal. After 
dinner they push back the cloth from the table 
and indulge in their favorite game of domi- 
noes. They are a temperate people and 
seldom drink whisky. They like wine and 
sweet drinks. 

It is warmer here in summer than at 
Havana. I was told that eggs can be 
roasted in the sand in two minutes in the 
warmest weather, and a fish baked well in an 
hour and a half just by the rays of a midsum- 
mer sun. 

We saw tall tropical-looking cocoanut trees 
filled with green fruit. The only banyan treq 
on the American continent was the next cu- 
riosity pointed out to us. 

Mr. Curry, a wealthy Englishman who 
moved here many years ago, owns a great deal 
of real estate in this warm, barren-looking 
town. He has a great many houses, which he 
rents toadvantage. There is one street car 
line. 

Isaw a dusky workingwoman press her 
baby to her Breast, and in her native tongue 
speak her ‘‘amour” for this he!pless darling of 
hers. How beautiful and sacred is the alimost 
holy mother love wherever we find it!

full board, and so Mrs. Turner, proprietress of 
the hotel, entered complaint to the poor- 
master so as to put the children upon the 
town, and a warrant was issued for the arrest 
of ‘Belle Boyd.” She was arrested in Catskill 
and taken back to Hoosick Falis. 

On the trial it came out that the $10 a week 
which had been sent for the care of the chil- 
dren had been applied toward the payment of 
@ board bill previously contracted and which 
was partly due, and that the children had been 
unjustly given to the charge of the poormaster. 
The justice decided that there was no cause of 
action. 

“Belle Boyd’’ comes of an excellent West 
Virginia family. She is forty-five years old, 
and is of striking appoarance. As a girl she 
won a reputation as a horseback rider. She 
rode in man's clothes as often as in woman’s 
dress. She was in sympathy with the rebellion, 
and gave frequent proof by dangerous service 
of her devotion to the south. When she learned 
of some federal movement which she thought 
would be valuable for Stonewall Jackson to 
know, she rode by night in the midst of dan- 
gersand gave him the information. From 
that time she was attached to Jackson's 
brigade. She rode across the battlefield of 
Port Royal and carried dispatches to Jackson 
which sent him in pursuit of General Banks. 
She became the pet of the confederate army. 

Later, Jackson recommended her Jeff 
Davis, and he commissioned her to carry an 
important document to England. She sailed 
from Wilmington on the steamer Greyhound 
as one of the crew. The vessel was captured 
by the steamer Massachusetts, and she, with 
the crew, was taken to Boston and imprisoned. 
All the prisoners were courtmartialed and 
shot except the daring Belle Boyd. When ber 
sex became known her sentence was com- 
muted to banishment through the influence of 
Lieutenant S. W. Harding, hercaptor. Belle 
went to London, and soon after Harding also 
went there and married her. Harding died 
soon after. She returned to this country and 
married a Philadelphian. Then she went to 
Texas, and there married again. This, her 
third husband, died in Detroit. Then she 
married , successively, Cole Younger, Sam 
Starr and Jim Starr, the two Starrs being full- 
blooded Choctaw Indians. All these husbands, 
as well as herself, were handy with weapons. 
Several years ago she wounded and nearly 
killed a man whom she charged with having 
made improper advances to her daughter. 

Of late years ‘‘Belle’’ has devoted her time 
to lecturing, at which she has been moderately 
successful. Nat R..High, her seventh hus- 
band, is also her business manager. He de- 
clares that his wife, ‘‘Belle Boyd, the Rebel 
Spy,’’ will sue Mrs. Turner, proprietress of the 
Commercial hotel, for damages.

Rev. Dr. William M. Dame was the only Balti- 
more clergyman present. The remains were 
borne to the hearse by students of the Theological 
seminary and Alexandria assuciates of Mr. Fun- 
sten's qoath, and the interment was made at Ivy 
Hill. He wasthe son of Hon. David Funsten, 
who represented the Alexandria district in the 
confederate congress, and he was born and reared 
in Alexandria at the same dwelling which before 


had been the home of Colonel Lieweiyn Hoxton, 
who died last week.

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SKETCH OF A PIONEER RAILROAD 
IN ALABAMA. : 


Other News That Will Interest Railroad 
Men in Atlanta and the 
Adjacent Country. 


Mr. Hunter McDonald, resident engineer 
of the Western and Atlantic road, left the 
city yesterday morning to look after the 
Tennessee and Coosa extension of the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga road. 

This little road (now extension) has hada 
most interesting career. It was one of the 
first railroads chartered in the state of 
Alabama, 1848 being the date, the privilege 
being given to build it from Gadsden to Gun- 
tersville. Work commenced in 1850, and, 
after a long series of ups and downs, 6x- 
tending through a period of _ thirty 
years, it has been completed to within six miles 
of Cartersville. The Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis road acquired control of it about two 
months ago, and has since been actively at 
work finishing it up. Itis expected the job 
will be completed by June. 

A route had been surveyed during the past 
winter toconnect the Tennessee and Coosa 
with a point on the Huntsville branch of the 
road. Ifthat route had been completed the 
Nashville and Chattanooga people would have 
been given another short line from Nashville 
to Calera, over the Alabama Great Southern 
from Gadsden to Birmingham and over the 
Louisville and Nashville from there to Calera. 
But the proposed route as laid out was 
twelve miles east of Huntsville, and 
the people of that enterprising burg 
rose in their wrath and called it discrimina- 
tion and through the state legislature made 
out a case which is now being fought out in 
the courts, and which will put a stop to the 
Nashville and Chattanooga’s plans for the 
present at least. The proposed route runs 
through a fine belt of iron ore and timbered 
lands, and a goodly land-grant goes with it. 


The Queen and Crescent gave orders last fall for 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus to secure 
other quarters in Chattanooga, in which to handle 
their freight. The latter road since its completion, 
has been handling freight at the depot of the former 
road. When the order was given an injunction 
was secured granting the Chattanooga, Roime and 
Columbus right tocontinue at the Queen and 
Crescent depot until March 1, 1891, when the ins 
junction would be dissolved. Well, the injunc- 
tion will be dissolved, and there will be no further 
use for it, as the powerful Richmond Terminal has 
adopted both of the waring children and instructed 
them to stop quarreling. In consequence the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus will continue to use 
its present quarters. 


The Louisville Southern is getting almost an 
entire new equipment, consisting of 500 freight 
cars, ten locomotives, six passenger coaches and 
three combination baggage cars. The Southern is 
doing an immense business, and is compelled to 
get new rolling stock constantly. . The new freight 
cars are of the latest pattern with self-couplers, 
and are of 6,000 pounds capacity. 

Manistee, an obscure town in the interior of, 
Michigan, is the terminus of arailroad that is 
operated ina unique manner. The road is known 
as the Manistee and Northeastern, and is fifty- 
three miles in length. It does a profitable passen- 
ger business, and has neither stocks, bonds nor 
mortgages. It pays its bills.in full on the 15th of 
each month. ~ There is not $1 of indebtedness on 
it, and never has been. The road was originally 
built to carry lumber out of the woods, but as it 
was extended in mileage, passenger traftic was 
established. It is owned by Edward Buckley and 
William Douglass. Between them all the offices 
except general passenger and freight agent are 
divided.

The New York and Florida vestibuled special on 
the Atlantic Coast line commenced Monday to 
run daily instead of tri-weekly, as heretofore, 
The officials of the road said atthe beginning of 
the season that if the travel warranted it the ves- 4 
tibule would be made a daily train. 

The high-class tourist travel this year has been, 
very heavy, heavier than ever known before, it is! 
said by interested observers, and the vestibule has| 
come in fora large “ppdeses. a On the last trip 
south it earried 1} s , and it has not 
made a single tripsouta within a month that.it has 
carried less than ninety passengers. This is what - 
has caused the vestibule to be mace a daily. 

As the Lenten season has now well begun, the 
travel southward of the wealthy and fashionable; 
people of the northern cities, who are seeking rest’ 
and change, will be very heavy for some time to 
come, 

The vestibule travel, however, is only a small 
portion of the northern people who have come 
south this year. The hotel men report all the 
Florida hotels crowded with guests. In fact, they 
say there are more northern people in Florida this 
year than any year since that section of the 
country became famous as a winter resort. 


Mr. W. C. Rinearson will not be general passen- 
er agent of the Queen and Crescent in place of 
r. D. G. Edwards, as certain papers would have 
us believe, says The Cincinnati Commercial-Ga- 
zette. Mr. Rinearson as the general passenger 
agent of the Erie road, a trunk line, has probably 
a larger salary,and certainly a more important 
Spey: ae position, than any in Mr. Felton’s gift: 
de was recently promoted to his new position, is 
thoroughly competent to fiil it, and will unques- 
tionably stay tuere as against any position suchas 
indicated, even if the best passenger positions on 
tire Queen and Crescent, the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and 
other Richmond Terminal properties were not al- 
ready satisfactorily filled. Mr. Felton himself 
has said as much. 


The new owners of a majority of the stock in the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific Rail- 
way Company are not satisfied to expend large 
sums of money for building branches and other 
improvements, unless assured that they will re 


tain possession of the Cincinnati Southern road } 


longer than the term of the present lease, which 
has yet fifteen yearstorun. They also want bet- 
ter terminals provided in Cincinnati. They ask 
for exactly the same concessions as did Mr. 
Charles Schiff when he was the chief executive of 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Company. 

The present owners of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Company’s stocks are, 
however, willing to pay the city of Cincinnati an 
amount in rental for the property which they 
think ought to justify the city in making a per- 

tual lease and furnishing better terminals in 

incinnati. 

The enabling act which was passed by the Ohio 
legislature permits the consideration of an ex- 
teusion of the lease of the Cincinnati Southern 
road at a minimum yearly rental of $1,250,000, 
which is 5 per cent on $25,000,000. 

The Schiff people thought the rental too high, 
but it is believed the Brice-Thomas people would 
be willing to pay that amount. 


On April ist the new contract made by the 
Richmond and Danville and Chesapeake and Ohio 
roads goes into effect, and after that date the Cin- 
cinnati and Ohio willrunits trains through from 
Cincinnati to Washingtwn with their own crews. 

The United States government pays the railroad 
companies from $21,000,000 to $24,000,000 per year 
for the transportation of the mails. The esti- 
mated cost for the present year is $22,650,000. In 
the past, however, the estimates have fallen short 
of the actual cost from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 


For some months the officials of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus railroad have been 
considering the advisability of extending its line 
to Tallapoosa, and recently the survey has been 
made, and reports are current that work is likely 
to be commenced on the extension soon. 

The principal gainer by the building of this 
branch would be the railroad itself, says The Tal- 
lapoosa Journal. From Chattanooga to Cedar- 
town the road does a good business, but the 
fifty miles south from that point to Car 
roliton is not thought to earn enough to pay one- 
half the cost of maintaining it. ith a branch 
into Tallapoosa, at a cost not to exceed $65,000, it 
would receive more tonnageto and from that 
point than from the entire fifty miles mentioned 
above, and fully as great an increase in passenger 
traffic, as it would be the most direct route to all 
western points, as well as the most direct route to 
the coast—Savannah and Brunswick. 

The ae of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia for the last week of January, 1891, 
were $670,211.65, as against $655,692.73 for the same 
period of 1890—an increase of $14,518.92. 

Several changes will - se effect in the op- 
erating department of the Louisville Southern on 
March ist—among them a new master mechanic 
and master of transportation. The new men will 
come from the Cincinnati Southern.

If that route had been completed the 
Nashville and Chattanooga people would have 
been given another short line from Nashville 
to Calera, over the Alabama Great Southern 
from Gadsden to Birmingham and over the 
Louisville and Nashville from there to Calera. 
But the proposed route as laid out was 
twelve miles east of Huntsville, and 
the people of that enterprising burg 
rose in their wrath and called it .discrimina- 
tion and through the state legislature made 
out a case which is now being fought out in 
the courts, and which will put a stop to the 
Nashville and Chattanooga’s plans for the 
present at least. The proposed route rans 
through a fine belt of iron ore and timbered 
lands, and a goodly land-grant goes with it. 


The Queen and Crescent gave orders last fall for 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus to secure 
other quarters in Chattanooga, in which to handle 
their freight. The latter road since its completion, 
has been handling freight at the depot of the former 
road. When the order was given an injunction 
was secured granting the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus right tocontinue at the Queen and 
Crescent depot until March 1, 1891, when the in- 
junction would be dissolved. Well, the injunc- 
tion will be dissolved, and there will be no further 
use for it, as the powerful Richmond Terminal has 
adopted both of the waring children and instructed 
them to stop quarreling. fn consequence the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Columbus will continue to use 
its present quarters. 


The Louisville Southern is getting almost an 
entire new equipment, consisting of 500 freight 
cars, ten locomotives, six passenger coaches and 
three combination baggage cars. The Southern is 
doing an immense business, and is compelled to 
get new rolling stock constantly. _ The new freight 
cars are of the latest pattern with self-couplers, 
and are of 6,000 pounds capacity. 

Manistee, an obscure town in the interior of, 
Michigan, is the terminus of a railroad that is 
operated ina unique manner. The road is known 
as the Manistee and Northeastern, and is fifty- 
three miles in length. It does a profitable passen- 
ger business, and has neither stocks, bonds nor 
mortgages. It pays its bills in full on the 15th of 
each month. There is not $1 of indebtedness on 
it, and never has been. The road was originally 
built to carry lumber out of the woods, but as it 
was extended in mileage, passenger traffic was 
established. It is owned by Edward Buckley and 
William Douglass. Between them all the offices 
except general passenger and freight agent are 
divided. 


The New York and Florida vestibuled special on 
the Atlantic Coast line commenced Monday to 
run daily instead of tri-weekly, as heretofore, 
The officials of the road said atthe beginning of 
the season that if the travel warranted it the ves- 4 
tibule would be made a daily train. 

The high-class tourist travel this year has been 
very heavy, heavier than ever known before, it is! 
said by interested observers, and the vestibule has! 
come in for a large patronage. On the last trip 
south it earried 11 , @nd it has not 
made a single trip south within a month that.it has 
carried less than ninety passengers. This is what 
has caused the vestibule to be niade a daily. 

As the Lenten season has now well begun, the 
travel southward of the wealthy and fashionable 
people of the northern cities, who are seeking rest’ 
and change, will be very heavy for some time to 
come. 

The vestibule travel, however, is only a small 
portion of the northern people who have come 
south this year. The hotel men report all the 
Florida hotels crowded with guests. In fact, they 
Say there are more nerthern people in Florida this 
year than any year since that section of the 
country became famous as a winter resort. 

Mr. W. C. Rinearson will not be general passen- 

er agent of the Queen and Crescent in place of 
Mr. D. G. Edwards, as certain papers would have 
us believe, says The Cincinnati Commercial-Ga- 
zette. Mr. Rinearson as the general passenger 
agent of the Erie road, a trunk line, has probably 
a larger Salary, and certainly a more important 
=, position, than any in Mr. Felton’s gift: 

fe was recently promoted to his new position, is 
thoroughly competent to fill it, and will unques- 
tionably stay there as against any position suchas 
indicated, even if the best passenger positions on 
the Queen and Crescent, the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and 
other Richmond Terminal properties were not al- 1 
ready satisfactorily filled. Mr. Felton himself 
has said as much. 


The new owners of a majority of the stock in the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacifie Rail- 
way Company are not satisfied to expend large 
sums of money for building branches and other 
improvements, unless assured that they will re 
tain possession of the Cincinnati Southern road 
longer than the term of the present lease, which 
has yet fifteen yearstorun. They also want bet- 
ter terminals provided in Cincinnati. They ask 
for exactly the same concessions as did Mr. 
Charles Schiff when he was the chief executive of 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Company. 

The present owners of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Company’s stocks are, 
however, willing to pay the city of Cincinnati an 
amount in rental for the property which they 
think ought to justify the olty in making a per- 
hee lease and furnishing better terminals in 

incinnati. 

The enabling act which was passed by the Ohio 
legislature rmits the consideration of an ex- 
teusion of the lease of the Cincinnati Southern 
road at a minimum yearly rental of $1,250,000, 
which is 5 per cent on $25,000,000. 

The Schiff people thought the rental too high, 
but it is believed the Brice-Thomas people would 
be willing to pay that amount. 


On April Ist the new contract made by the 
Richmond and Danville and Chesapeake and Ohio 
roads goes into effect, and after that date the Cin- 
cinnati and Ohio will run its trains through from 
Cincinnati to Washingtun with their own crews. 


The United States government pays the railroad 
companies from $21,000,000 to $24,000,000 per year 
forthe transportation of the mails. The esti- 
mated cost for the present year is $22,650,000. In 
the past, however, the estimates have fallen short 
of the actuai cost from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000 


For some months the officials of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus railroad have been 
considering the advisability of extending its line 
to Tallapoosa, and recently the survey bas been 
made, and reports are current that work is likely 
to be commenced on the extension soon. 

The principal gainer by the building of this 
branch would be the railroad itself, says The Tal- 
lapoosa Journal. From Chattanooga to Cedar- 
town the road does a good business, but the 
fifty miles south from that point to Car. 
roliton is not thought to earn enough to pay one- 
half the cost of maintaining it. ith a branch 
into Tallapoosa, at a cost not to exceed $65,000, it 
would receive more tonnageto and from that 
point than from the entire fifty milés mentioned 
above, and fully as great an increase in passenger 
traffic, as it would be the most direct route to all 
western points, as well as the most direct route to 
the coast—Savannah and Brunswick, 

The et my of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia for the last week of January, 1891, 
were $670,211.65, as against $655,692.73 for the same 
period of 1890—an increase of $14,515.92. 

Several changes will gc into effect in the op- 
erating departinent of the Louisville Southern on 
March ist—among them a new master mechanic 
and master of transportation. The new men will 
come from the Cincinnati Southern.

General Wilder went on to relate what occurred 
in that back parlor of the Kimball when Reese 
showed the party what he could do. 

“It beats me,” he added. “And it beats every- 
thing—except that Cherokee county iron which 
the Chattahoochee Land Company has bought.” 

“It would take something wonderful to beat that 
iron, for that’s wonderful in itself,” interposed 
General Wilder. “I have been pretty largely inter- 
ested in southern iron,as you know, and I think 
I know what Il am talking about whenI say that 
there isno other iron in the south superior to 
that—if there is any equal to it.” 

Captain Chamberlain, of Chattanooga, who is 
one of the most prominent iron men in the south, 
and who is heavily interested in iron property, 
was another of the party, and 80 was 
Mr. Moore, of Nashville, another big capitalist 
who has dealt heavily in iron properties in the 
south, especially in Alabama. 

These three gentlemen are among the heavy 
stockholders of the Chattahoochee Land Com- 
pany, having become interested in that great 
property after a thorough examination of the 
quality ot the ore in the Cherokee tract. And all 
agree that ig is probably the finest iron in the 
southern states. 

Some of the New Encland capitalists who knew 
these gentlemen drew them out about their pro- 
ject and the quality of the properties in question. 

“You can see the ore in there at Dr. Henry Wil- 
son’s,’’ said Mr. Moore, pointing toward the doc- 
tor’s office in the Kimball house block. “Dr. 
Wilson is just back from a visit to the Cherokee 
property, and he is thoroughly familiar with the 
lay of the land and the quality of the ore. We 
have had our mining engineers go over the prop- 
erty thoroughly—Professor Caldon, of this city, 
was one of them. You know even before the war, 
when the great universal wealth of the 
south was fiot dreamed of, the ore 
from the surface and from the spurs up there was 
viewed by Governor Brown and others. But this 
big vein on the tract of land we own has just been 
brought to the frunt. Examinations show that 
the vein is from sixty to seventy feet wide, and 
for eight miles the same character of magnetic 
iron has been found. We own about 3,000 acres of 
land up there, and it is to be made particularly 
accessible by a track which the Marietta and 
North Georgia is to build at once to the mines.”’ 
Captain Chamberlain called attention to the fact 
that the ore assays 60 per cent iron, and that the 
small quantity of silica makes it far ahead of any 
other in the south. 

Captain Chamberlain made a thorough exam- 
ination of the property with frequent tests by 
chemists connected with his big plant in Chatta- 
nooga before he invested his moneyinit. The 
fact that he has put his money inthe property— 
and his invéstment is a big one—shows his faith 
in the property. 

The intentions of the company to buiida great 
manufacturing town at the Chattahoochee have 
been fully given. The company has secured the 
franchise for an electric line to the river, where 
the company’s property comprises about 1,200 
acres of valuable land on both sides of the river. 
It is their intention to at once put acoke furnace 
at the river anda charcoal turnace at the mines. 
Special inducements for the location of manu- 
facturing establishments at the river will be held 
out. 

Iam told that prominent Pennsylvania capital- 
ists are largely interested here: Some Atlanta 
men have asked to be given a chance to get in ‘‘on 
the ground floor,’’ and this will probably be done, 
as it is the intention of the promoters to make this 
essentially an Atlanta enterprise. 

Dr. Wilson has many calls each day from people 
who wantto see the specimens of ore, and he 
grows enthusiastic in telling them what he saw up 
in Cherokee. 

Among the other facilities which this new manu- 
facturing suburb will have to offer manufac- 
turers will be ample track room and counections 
with the Western and Atlantic, the East Tennes- 
see and the Georgia Pacific roads, arrangements 
for the necessary side tracks having already been 
made. The promoters of this enterprise will he in 
a position to insure a freedom from taxation, ex- 
cept the state and county tax, fora period of 
years. Already several large concerns from the 
north have begun negotiations looking to a loca- 
tion here, among them one of the largest tobacco 
factories in the country. 

The company expects to build several large 
boarding houses for operatives, and especially 
good inducements will be held out to the working 
people who locate out there to build little homes. 
A handsome boulevard is to be opened up from 
the city, giving a beautiful drive from Atlanta to 
the river. Then some of the most desirable prop- 
erty is to be reserved for handsome residences. 

“The plan of organization of our company,” 
said Mr. Moore yesterday, ‘is briefly this: 
Our syndicate is to pay $500,000 for 
this property. That includes the property at 
the Chattahoochee, and also thatin Cherokee 
county. Under acharter we will organize when 
$300,000 are subscribed. Over $250,000 have been 
taken already. Sixty per cent of the amount sub- 
scribed is to be paid at once,and 40 per cent at 
the end of thirty days. We are receiving sub- 
scriptions to the stock here because we want this 
to be an Atlanta company, with Atlanta men in- 
terested in it. We show our faith in it by putting 
in our money, and but forthe reason I give, we 
wonld take all the stock.” 

In this connection the following letter from 
Colonel Brosius will be read with interest: 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION—Permit me to say how 
much gratified lam with the final culmination 
and development of the plans of the Chattahoo- 
chee Land Company in the choice of such a mag- 
nificent site for their ‘future great” city. 

I doubt if the gentlemen concerned in this great 
enterprise are themselves fully aware of the im- 
mense possibilities before them, I have long ago 
noted the superior advantages of their location; 
especially its adaptability to the placing of man- 
ufactories, iron furnaces, steel plants, rolling 
mills, cotton mills, etc. 

Independent of the fact that the city will be 
admirably situated to draw upon all the ores (and 
of superior quality) necessary for the cheap and 
successful manufacture of the highest grades of 
Bessemer and Basic steels, I would call attention 
to the important fact that the fall of the Chatta- 
hoochee river from a short distance above, will 
give, according to my Own personal observations, 
and the estimates of a reliable engineer, who 
has taken the distances—a water power 
of not less than 3,000 horse-power which can be 
applied at comparatively small cost to the driving 
of all the machinery used in the large plgnts con- 
templated. 

In addition to its other advantages, I would also 
note the iminense forests of hard wood timber 
along the banks of the upper Chattahoochee 
which is of the finest — and specially adapted 
to the manufacture of wagons, bent work, wheels, 
hubs, spokes, car-building, etc. There is no reason 
why a wagon manufactory whitch would in time 
rival that of the Studebaker’s or Milburn’s might 
not be successfully established at this point.
